PEOPLE OF IRELAND. 



Conscious of your virtues, my dear coun* 
^men, I take the liberty of addressing you. 
.The ignorantly weak or desperately wicked 
might require a bolder tone, or a more indig- 
nant lajiguagej but the generous imd the brave, 
|;he virtuous and the wise« will hear the sincerity 
of truth without being o^Tended at its pilainnessf, 
and calmly inquire into the causes from which 
the misfortunes of their country proceed, and 
^e measures to remove them, without feeling 
the interest of the inquiry diminished by the hu^ 
mility of the ^advocate. I wish to awake no irri« 
l^ble fe^eling, to rouse no dormant passion, tQ 
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ofibnd no party pride. The cause I plead is that 
of Ireland ; and t address my countrymen in a 
spirit of conciliation, and, in the words of my 
motto, '' I will speak to the citizen as to a good 
man, not as to a wicked Pile/' 
. A brave and loyal people are always animated, 
in peace or in war, by the j^resence of their king: 
— irf War, he leads them to victory or a glorious 
death, and in peace he establishes their liberty 
^ and happiness, and secures their prosperity by the 
enactment of wise laws. But war may be levied 
to gratify ambition, or satiate vengeance. ^ Our 
kitig comes with the oHv« branchi the hartiin- 
ger cX peace t in the spirit of peace let us re- 
ceive him. In the lapse of centurieis no king 
traversed our soil but for purposes of war and 
desolation ; he came,- not to conciliate the feel- 
ings of the people, to soothe their irritations, to 
inquire into their grievances, to see and to feel 
their wants, and M ameliorate or redress what 
admits alleviation without subversion, or what, 
can be removed because it is noxious. Irish- 
-men, His Majesty pays yon a spontaneous visit ; 
an intention not lightly taken up, but the result 
:o{ mature deliberation* The ot^ect of ,the visit 
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then must be as important in its coiisequences^ as 
the reasons were deep which led to its adoptioffl 
A corresponding feeling of kindness and affec* 
tion may achieve great benefits for your coun^* 
try; one act of ioipfudence, or factioui or dis* 
loyal &elhig, may eiLtinguJsb your hopes ' and 
those of your posterity* As citizens, aa subjects^ 
as men, reflecting men, ^ided b^ loyalty^ you 
may accompliah much ; but if you abandon the 
enthuaasm of your feelings to the designs of 
s^If-interested and crafty leaders, wbb act not 
for your benefit, but their own, you may destrojr 
or retard the interests of that country which you 
loTe, and that ruin may be accelerated by those 
leadersi who avail ^mselves even of your viF<- 
Cues*— ^virtues rtill, though ignorantly exercised, 
because they are aware, that in the heat of 
honest and effervescent feeling you love Ireland, 
^ not wisely, but too well.'* To love her wisely 
now may estalt your dountry and save yonrselves* , 
A Rmnan emperor declared, that a monarch 
should be like the sun, and shed the influence 
ofhb beams on every part of his dominions. Re- 
ceiveGeorge theFourth as the Roman people did 
Aiwrelian-— the glory of amelioration will be his ; 
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the benefit, the lasting1)cnefit, will be your owik 
To secure these advantages, every man of every 
party, will admit to be important. The mea- 
sures must proceed from the king, he comes in 
tlie spirit of peace. Permit me to lay before'* 
you how they may be frustrated, retarded, ex- 
tinguished. 

Our 'country, one of which every Irishman is 
deservedly proud, has been kept down in the 
scale of nations, not so much by the malice of 
her enemies, as by her own imprudence. By 
the exhibition of feelings too easily excited, and 
capable' of misdirection. Susceptable, but not 
reflecting — ardent, but not matured— always 
honest, but not always wise— always intending 
right, but not always sagaciously pursuing the 
means to accomplish it, your pretended friends 
make those virtues the ladder by which they 
ascend to wealth and popularity. While direct^ 
ing them to objects purely their own, they involve 
the country in faction and alarm, and you he^ 
come the victims of that x;redulity which led you 
to believe, that the opinion was wise, or the ac- 
tion honest, because your leaders, in whose 
higher knowledge and experience you placed

iiBplicit confidence^ induced you to believe so ; 
and while that higher knowledge was exerted 
for purposes exclusively their own, — if they sue- 
ceededi you derived no advantage j if they 
failed, you were abandoned by them to the pe- 
nalty of the laws. Is not this so? Has it not 
always been so ? During the conspiracy of the 
United Irishmen, were you not led on by secret 
councils to acts of insubordination and rebellion,^ 
and did not the very men who caused you to 
violate your allegiance in times of peace, aban- 
don you in the field of battle, and left you ex« 
posed to the isword of justice, while they made 
4erms to secure impunity for themselves, and 
left to you misfolrtune, infamy, and death. Where 
ire O'Connor and Emmet, M*Nevin and Samp« 
son now ? Reaping the fruit of their perfidy by 
honours and rewards. Their treachery to you 
obtained for O'Connor distinguished rank in 
the French army, and has procured for the 
Others rank in their {Professions, and wealth and 
honours in America. Can you Aot, my country* 
men, deduce amoral lesson to guide and instruct 
you in this single historical fact. Should it not 
teach you the iut^timable value of order and 
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sabmission to the laws^ confidence ih yourselves,, 
and tospicion of those , men who endeavonr to 
lead you to their violation. Look to the history 
of erery nation of the globet In proportion to 
a submission to the laws, when they are enacted 
in wisdofii and justice, do every people prospei; 
in- ft collective and even individual capacity, and 
become happy, great, and free. If W6 obey tbq 
laws even where there are restr^iints, re^trainta 
imposed by imperious necessity, not choice,, that 
obedience will, in its operation, more efiTectually 
remove those restraints,, than any effi>rt made 
through turbulence or arm& One restraint re-; 
moved leads to the extinction of anotfaerj until 
the wisdom wliich imposed it will feel that ju;s-; 
ticeand sound policy require its repeal, and the 
iuU benefit of free and equal laws cannot be de* 
nied to those, who appreciate their value, azid 
prove their estimation of them by a wise and 
prudent subn^ission. 

But your leaders t^l you, that a ptriiltc an<l 
open avowal of your will can anticipate this 
wise submission^^that you can alarm the ftars 
of those who oppress you-*«that the Ismguage of 
fireedoa should be bold««-«Bd that the people 
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' who wish to be free have only to will it. this is 
'not only specious, biit false; it is the language of 
' the tempter, who allures you by the beauty of 
' the fruit to receive the strag4)f the asp thai hi% 
'poisoned it; the glossy verbiage of the .Freodi 
school, that deluged Europe with blood, and for 
nearly thirty years cohered it with desdatton, 
that spoke the language of freedom and peace 
while it medit&ted qoilitary slavei'y and inter* 
/minable vvat ; that tried, during that time, every 
^speculation in politrcs ; that proposed and aban^- 
doned every system of reform and constitution, 
and at kst fXleA up the measure of its crimes by 
e^citingthepeaslantry^ every country to whom 
\h6 revolutionary leaders had proxmsed reform^ 
and liberty, and whom they had betrayed and 
enslaved, to arms agaiiast tbemadves. Insulted; 
betrayed, oppressed, the nationsof Europe rose 
as one man, destroyed their ircm sway, and after 
a war of twenty^'five years, and the loss of four 
miRions of human beings, the Trench people 
adopted that very form of government which 
they had originaDy subverted. Pause, Irishmen, 
and think upon this. A fertile sdil ; unbounded 
l%80urces; a martial and ehtvalrous people^ a

Catholics of Ireland, I approach you in a spi^ 
rit of peace aiid honest conciliation. I know 
your situation, as well as yourselves. I \ivt 
amongst you. I have examined' your claim! 
with deep attention : I have heard them stated 
^y the wisest and the souindest men of your own 
party: I know their opinions, their feelings, 
and their hopes. I know what are the wishes 
of the wise and judicious amongst you : Cafho- 
Ucs qf Ireland be guided % thtm. If the dema- 
gogues take a part now, let it be the act of the

.alistof grievances, wbicb^ in its true accepta« 
tioBj is an implied reproach, to nseet him. . WiU 
you convey to the royal bosom «i in^iH for a 
wdcome; Will yoo unfurl the bapne'r of de^ 
fiance in bis path, and refuse to strevir it with 
the olive of peace. Will you, as politic paen^ 
^waken an unkind feeling in that breasti that 
was always, friendly to you, or cherish and en- 
large its royal inteptionit to a successful comple- 
iioQ of your wishes. Your future hopes are 
balanced upon a pivot, where a vacillation t^ 
either side may realize or destroy them. Sound 
|)oIicy,. or a wise discretion^ would direct you to 
keep them where they are, if you cannot mak« 
the balance preponderate in your favour. If the 
leaders are resolved to sacrifice your dearest 
interests, let it be the work pf the leaders alone» 
The Catholic body, by a bold, decisive, and honest 
effoTtj can crush their designs and e^^tinguisfa 
this hollow, treacherous expression of loyalty^ 
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blended with a listof wrongs, by one single act 
. If the leaders are determined upon this unwise» 
this ruinous plan ; a plan that is treason against 
yourselves, come fcMrward, Catholics of Ireland, 
in every county in the kingdom, and receive 
your monarch with addresses, not containing 
lists of grievances and menacing rej^oach, but 
li^ithtfae real and spontaneous expressions of 
loyalty which you feel, and give your monarch 
a kingly welcome.

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of nations, to raise atid exalt them, and inspired 
Chat kjdble Md AfaH^ss daring in defdnc6 of the 
laws and constitution of the state^ of which the 
king is the parent and the protector^ and with** 
out whom political society is dissolved into its 
original eletnents. Thi$ is true loyalty, un- 
bought, unpaid, not to be purchased, because;, 
though it ixnpels to acts of glory and renown, 
its own source is mental, and incapable of being 
mixed up with grosser oAatter. 

This is the spirit in which every wise an^ 
judicious Catholic will receive his king. . If h^ 
come, it must be in the spirit of donciliation f 
do you refuse to meet him with corresponding 
feelings ? Will you suffer his prededce to be- 
over-shsidowed by the gloomy, morose, and mis* 
anthropic designs of a secret und turbulent 
faction, that have already blasted your bopes^ 
and blighted the opening blossoms 6f your 
fortunes. Set. a mark on these men now, or 
your interests will be supposed to identify with 
theirs. If you iieglect this, sound poHcy and 
a wholesome regard to the true interests of the 
constitution and the laws, will feel it a duty to

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But the kingi a9 king, in a constitutional 
sense, ha; nothing to do with the Oatholic 
claims ; his office is to administer >nrhat is law. 
\l he question must first be entertained by par- 
liament, and the final result is placed, by law, in 
the executive branch of the Constitution ; the 
question, in a constitutional manner, has never 
come before the king. Had the two houses 
passed the bill, and the king, exercising his 
undoubted right, had put a negative upon it, 
then there might be a pretence for such an 
address as the leaders contemplate. I say, 
might be, for eiren then, such an address 
would be unwarrantable, as the king had done 
no more than what the law enabled him to 
dof in the exercise of a just and imdoubted 
prerogative. 

There is another consideration which I beg 
to press on my pountrymen. It is said, the 
Union has been Injurious to Dublin in its trad- 
ing and commercial interests. I have already 
touched on this subjecl:, and pointed out the 
real sources from which these misfortunes have 
flowed. But in the present branch of the dis« 
pussion, let the fact be s^dmitted. If the kin^^ 
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laments the consequences, (though the real 
causes of the evil can be removed only by our^ 
selves,) and wishes to lessen or remove the evil 
by occasional visits to this country, where, from 
the number of the nobility that will attend him, 
a considerable expenditure of money must ne» 
cessarily take place, calculated to revive. our 
dropping manufactures and commerce, raise the 
value of houses, and, by a wide diffusion of capi- 
tal, improve and enrich us, is it, on such an 
occasion* that a treacherous and hollow patriot- 
jsm would extract from the pockets of the mer- 
chant and manufacturer the sale of their mer« 
chandize and the profits of their labour, by pur«^ 
suing a line of conduct as impolitic as it is un- 
wise and injurious. Receive these visits in a 
spirit of good faith and confidence, and you 
secure to the city of Dublin ample compensa- 
tion for the Union. 

Irishmen, a few words more and I have done. 
The king is preparing to land upon your shores; 
to every man this should be a subject of con- 
gratulation aod pride.

Hikjli then, the 
poming of your king, as tbe inbabitaqts of the

subsided ; the desolation is over; alHs promise, 
|tnd hope, and joy, A wise conduct will reaii^^e
